Ladies  and  Gentlement , 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  Conditions  of- the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1967* 

The  Registrar  General's  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population  was 
14,550  which  includes  members  of  the  Crown  Forces  stationed  in  the  area. 

The  Birth  Rate  after  adjustment  for  sex  and  age  distribution  was 
21,9  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  21.3  for  the  previous 
year  and  17.2  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  Death  Rate  similarly  adjusted  was  11.0  per  1,000  of  the 
population  compared  with  11,9  in  19^6  and  11.2  for  the  country  as  a 
whole. 


Infant  Mortality  continued  to  decline  falling  to  a record 
figure  of  4*5  per  1,000  live  births.  The  Rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  18. 

The  Still  Birth  rate  remained  fairly  constant  at  O.27  per  1,000 
of  population  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0.26. 

There  wore  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

Measles  as  expected  was  prevalent  during  the  year.  There  was 
also  an  increase  in  the  incidence  of  Whooping  Cough,  29  cases  have 
been  notified  compared  with  2 in  the  previous  year.  One  case  of 
paralytic  poliomyelitis  occurred  - the  first  for  over  10  years  in 
the  Rural  District.  This  case  occuirred  in  a young  adult  male  who  had 
never  been  immunised.  He  made  a relatively  good  recovery  though 
classified  as  severely  disabled. 

The  sanitary  conditions  throughout  the  District  remained  gener- 
ally satisfactory. 

Few  properties  only  in  the  smaller  parishes  remained  to  be  dealt 
with  under  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Programme  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


Further  progress  was  also  made  in  the  provision  of  main  drainage 
and  the  extension  of  water  mains  to  some  new  housing  development  in 
a number  of  parishes. 

I have  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee  for  their  support  and  members  of  the  staff  generally  for 
their  assistance  in  the  work  throughout  the  year.

Clinical  material  for  examination  may  be  submitted  to  the  Local 
Hospital  Laboratory  Service  as  well  as  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
at  Maidstone  where  all  routine  examinations  of  samples  of  milk,  water 
etc.  are  carried  out , 

Hospitals ; 

There  are  no  hospitals  situated  within  the  Rural  District  but 
three  hospitals  in  the  Borough  of  Dover;,  which  are  administered  by 
the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Board,  provide  appropriate 
facilities  for  general,  medical,  surgical,  geriatric  assessment, 
maternity  and  infectious  cases.

Over  99/  of  the  houses  in  the  Rural  District  are  supplied  from  the  public 
mains.  Of  the  twelve  parishes  in  the  district  ten  are  supplied  by  the  Mid  Kent 
Water  Company  and  two  by  the  Folkestone  and  District  Water  Company. 


Four  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  mains  supply,  and  all  of  these 
proved  to  be  highly  satisfactory  on  examination.  One  sample  was  taken  from  a 
school  swimming  bath  for  bacteriological  examination  and  the  result  was 
satisfactory. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


Work  was  commenced  on  the  main  drainage  scheme  for  Guston.  There 
are  six  main  drainage  schemes  in  operation  serving  Capel-le-Feme,  Whitfield, 
Shepherdswell , Coldred,  Lydden,  part  of  Temple  Ewell  rath  River,  Kingsdown, 
Ringwould,  St.  Margaret 1 s-at-Cliffe,  Langdon  and  a small  part  of  Guston. 

These  systems  discharge  into  the  sewers  of  adjoining  Local  Authorities 
of  Dover,  Folkestone  and  Deal. 

Otherwise  sewage  is  disposed  of  by  cesspools,  septic  tanks,  pe.il 
closets  and  chemical  closets. 

The  supervision  of  the  conversion  of  existing  drainage  systems  to 
main  drainage  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspeotoi’o  A restricted  free  emptying  service  of  cesspool  and 

pail  closets  is  operated  by  the  Council  by  direct  labour.  A charge  is 
levied  if  emptyings  are  more  frequent  than  once  in  two  months  for  single 
properties  or  more  frequent  than  once  a month  where  more  than  one  property 
is  using  a particular  cesspool.

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 

There  are  ten  sites  licensed  in  the  district  for  the  summer 
months^  Viz.  Capel-le-Feme  ->  six^  Hougham-Without  - two 5 Martin  Mill 
(Langdon)  - one  % Whitfield  - one.  Two  sites  at  Capel-le-Feme  are 
licensed  for  a total  of  twenty-two  residential  caravans.  These  sites  are 
kept  under  regular  supervision  and  are  generally  well  operatedand  controlled. 
The  influx  of  tents  during  August  continues  to  be  a problem  on  some  sites. 

As  a result  of  a detailed  survey  of  all  sites  further  schedules  of 
work  have  been  agreed  to  secure  compliance  with  the  Council's  conditions  of 
licence  under  the  above-mentioned  Act. 

Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste  Foods)  Order,  1957. 

The  Council  revoked  the  licences  of  premises  licenced  under  the 
above  Order  but  no  longer  operating.  As  a result  5 premises  are  now 
licensed  and  conditions  were  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory. 

Shops.  Offices  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1965 

The  total  number  of  inspections  and  re-inspections  during  the  year 
was  31 • 

In  one  case  additional  office  accommodation  has  been  provided,  the 
original  accommodation  being  overcrowded. 

The  complete  reconstruction  of  one  premises  referred  to  in  the  19 66 
Annual  Report  is  now  in  progress. 

One  kitchen  floor  in  a catering  establishment  has  been  re-constructed. 

The  kitchen  drainage  in  a catering  establishement  has  been  improved  and 
the  premises  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 

The  external  store  at  one  shop  has  been  improved  and  provided  with 
heating. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1965. 

The  Public  Health  Department  are  responsible  for  the  supervision  of 
five  establishments  registered  under  the  above-mentioned  Act.  Inspections 
are  made  with  the  local  Inspector  of  the  R.S.P.C.A.  It  was  necessary  to  take 
informal  action  to  improve  the  heating  arrangements  at  three  establishments 
but  the  general  standards  are  satisfactory.

HOUSING 


Several  sub  standard  properties,  previously  let  at  controlled 
rents,  on  becoming  vacant  were  purchased,  repaired  and  improved  for 
owner  occupation,  some  of  the  improvements  being  carried  out  by 
means  of  improvement  grants.  This  resulted,  to  some  extent,  in  the 
preservation  of  the  rural  character  of  the  villages  and  also  the  retention 
of  houses  which  would  otherwise  have  required  formal  action  under  the 
Housing  Acts. 

A formal  undertaking  accepted  in  19 66  under  Section  16(4)  of 
the  Housing  Act  1957  was  cancelled  following  satisfactory  completion 
of  work. 

One  property  was  demolished  during  the  year  following  service  of 
a demolition  order  and  two  cottages  were  destroyed  by  fire  during  the 
year. 


A closing  order  made  in  1963  and  a demolition  order  made  in  1965 
were  revoked  on  satisfactory  completion  of  specified  works  to  make  the 
premises  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation. 

Time  and  Place  notices  under  the  Housing  Act  1957  were  served  in 
respect  of  three  other  properties  towards  the  end  of  the  year  with  a view 
to  the  making  of  a closing  order  in  one  case  and  demolition  orders  in  the 
other  two* 

The  property  wherein  access  was  refused  as  reported  in  the  1966 
Annual  Report  has  been  the  subject  of  further  inspections  and  reports  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  notices  of  Time  and  Place  ?/ere  to  be  issued  with  a 
view  to  the  making  of  a Closing  Order, 

One  premises  being  a house  in  multiple  occupation,  was  the  subject  of 
inspection  and  the  service  of  informal  notices  under  the  Housing  Acts  1961 
and  1964*  A subsequent  change  of  ownership  delayed  completion  of  the 
necessary  works  but  these  were  proceeding  satisf actorily  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 


In  several  other  cases  informal  action  was  taken  to  remedy  defects 
and  a majority  of  these  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  connection  with  discretionary  improvement  grants,  10  schemes  for 
improvement  were  submitted  to  the  Council,  9 schemes  were  approved  and  1 y&a 
refused.  Total  costs  on  the  9 schemes  amounted  to  £4604  4s*  6d,  and  the 
grants  to  £2301  6s.  3^»  16  schemes  were  completed  during  the  year,  6 

schemes  were  submitted  to  the  Council  for  standard  improvement  grants,  all 
were  approved.  The  total  costs  of  the  grants  permitted  on  the  schemes 
amounted  to  £815  Os.  Od. 

One  hundred  and  ninety  three  dwellings  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  during  the  year  aid  two  hundred  and  four  were  under  construction 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Pour  bungalows,  two  houses  and  twenty  flats  and  maisonettea  were 
built  by  the  Council  during  the  year.

Eleven  milk  samples  were  taken  and  all  of  these  samples  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.  Six  samples  of  cream  taken  during  the  year 
failed  to  satisfy  the  Methylene  Blue  Test.  Further  action  was  taken 
to  secure  improvements  in  the  preparation,  packaging  and  storage  of  the 
cream  and  in  one  case  the  retailer  discontinued  the  sale  of  fresh  cream. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

Regular  inspections  of  shops  were  made,  and  any  necessaiy 
instructions  given  in  regard  to  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  No 
formal  action  was  taken. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955 

Under  Section  l6(l)(a)  of  the  above  Act,  $1  premises  are  registered 
for  the  storage  and  sale  of  ice  cream.  Only  pre-packed  ice-cream  supplied  by 
large  manufacturing  companies  is  sold  from  these  premises. 

Under  Section  l6(l)(b)  five  premises  are  registered  for  the  preparation 
or  manufacture  of  sausages,  or  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food 
intended  for  sale, 

75  visits  were  made  during  the  year  to  registered  food  premises  and 
food  shops  in  the  District, 

Investigations  were  made  into  complaints  of  foreign  matter  and  mould 
in  respect  of  two  loaves  but  no  formal  action  was  taken. 

Foodstuffs  condemned  during  1967 

During  the  year  3^5  packets  of  frozen  food  were  surrendered  following 
a break  dorm  of  refrigeration  plant. 

In  addition  the  following  foodstuffs  were  surrendered  as  being  unfit 
for  human  consumption  - 

3 x 15-g  oz.  tins  Mulligatawny  Soup. 

60  lbs.  New  Zealand  Lamb. 

All  food  condemned  is  surrendered  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
removed  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip  where  it  is  buried. 

The  shops  continued  to  return  most  unsound  foodstuffs  to  the 
wholesaler  without  calling  in  the  Local  Authority.

Deaths  of  unnotified  cases  of  tuberculosis s-  Nil. 

The  male  patients  notified  as  suffering  from  pulmonary  infection 
were  aged  51  and  67  respectively  and  the  female  41  years. 

No  resident  deaths  were  attributable  to  tuberculosis  during  1967. 

Of  the  four  male  pulmonary  cases  v/hose  names  were  deleted  from  the 
register,  one  was  reported  recovered,  two  left  the  district  and  one  died, 
the  death  not  being  attributable  to  tuberculosis;  of  the  five  female 
pulmonary  patients,  one  left  the  district  while  the  names  of  four  were 
deleted  as "Lost  sight  of"  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician, 
and  this  remark  also  applied  to  the  one  male  non-pulmonary  patient.
